It  is  out¬ 
standing  for  the  exceptional  long  stems  produced,  (  we  have 
obtained  flowers  on  stems  over  nine  inches  in  length,  )  which 
support  flowers  of  fine  size  and  texture.  The  color  range  of 
this  strain  is  well  balanced,  and  varied.

Since  the  interest  of  the  trade  has  been  so  greatly  re¬ 
newed  in  the  bloched  type  of  Pansy  several  outstanding  varie¬ 
ties  have  received  attention.  This  Harrold  strain  is  the  result 
of  much  restrictive  breeding  and  is  a  thoroughbred  in  every 
respect.  The  coloring  of  this  mixture  is  almost  beyond  de¬ 
scription,  there  being  a  marked  tendency  toward  the  red,  pink, 
salmon,  and  orange  shades.  While  blue,  purple,  and  yellow 
are  among  its  coloring,  white  is  almost  never  found.  Of  course 
the  flowers  are  of  fine  swper-giant  size  and  the  plants  are  of 
the  usual  compact,  free  flowering  Harrold  type.  Strong 
seedlings:  .$2.00  per  100;  $  15.00  per  1,000.

1929  INTRODUCTIONS 

HARROLD’S  PEDIGREED  GIANTS 

Undoubtedly  this  is  among  the  very  finest  strains  of 
Pansies  now  on  the  American  market.  It  is  of  low  bushy, 
upright,  habit,  with  the  flowers  borne  on  long  heavy  stems  well 
above  the  plant.  The  flowers  are  super-giant  in  size,  and  we 
believe  they  are  not  excelled  in  the  zoned  class.  [ Pansies  of 
the  class  having  two  or  more  distinct  zones  of  contrasting  colors 
around  the  center,  u:e  term  of  zoned  type.  Strains  such  as  our 
(beater  American  Perfection,  and  Oregon  Miracle  Mixed  being 
well  known  examples .]  Coloring  is  of  the  greatest  possible 
range  and  like  our  other  strains  it  is  especially  free  flowering, 
producing  a  profusion  of  flowers  at  seasons  of  the  year  when 
many  strains  are  dormant,  as  well  as  being  among  the  first  to 
flower  from  seed.

We 
have  carefully  developed  the  desirable  features  of  this  strain 
while  by  close  breeding  we  have  eliminated  many  that  were 
not  so  desirable  in  the  original  Swiss  strains.  The  color  range 
is  strong  in  the  darker  shades,  especially  red,  and  blue.  The 
flowers  are  well  formed  and  very  large.

You  will  find  in  the  enclosed  folder  a  list  of  our  com¬ 
plete  line  of  Pansy  plants.  We  believe  that  you  will  find  it 
the  most  comprehensive  in  America.  It  has  at  least  been  our 
endevor  for  the  past  several  years  to  make  it  so.  Over  a 
period  of  many  years  now  we  have  been  breeding  Pansies  with 
one  object  in  view;  to  be  able  to  offer  a  complete  line  of  va¬ 
rieties  that  were  distinctivly  Harrold  strains,  from  which  you 
could  select  stock  that  would  exactly  meet  your  requirments 
from  ever  standpoint.  In  former  years  we  were  not  completely 
able  to  do  this,  and  for  that  reason  we  suplemented  our  own 
strain  with  those  of  other  seedsmen  This  season  however, 
with  the  addition  of  two  mixed  color  strains,  and  three  special 
perpose  novelties,  our  line  has  been  so  completely  rounded  out 
that  we  are  discontinuing  all  strains  other  than  those  of 
our  own  breeding. 

This  restriction  of  our  growing  efforts  to  stock  of  our  own 
breeding,  brings  you  advantages  that  are  twofold.  First: 
You  are  assured  stock  of  the  very  latest,  and  most  advanced 
types.  Second :  Through  bringing  the  control  of  all  production 
factors  from  the  breeding  of  the  strain  to  the  delivery  of  the 
plants  to  the  transportation  agency,  under  the  direct  supervis¬ 
ion  of  an  individual  grower  of  over  a  quarter  century  experi¬ 
ence  with  Pansies,  a  service  is  being  offered  you  that  cannot 
be  surpassed. 

In  addition  to  all  these  advantages  we  have  went  still 
farther,  and  after  a  great  deal  of  research  have  perfected 
our  packing  and  shipping  method  to  the  point  that  enables 
us  to  make  safe,  and  satisfactory  deliver}''  into  every  state  of 
the  Union.  To  do  this  we  have  designed  a  method  of  packing 
that  consists  of  moss,  to  supply  an  adequate  amount  of  mois¬ 
ture  to  the  plants  while  in  transit,  and  each  shipment  is  en¬ 
cased  in  wooden  cases  made  from  the  lightest,  and  strongest 
of  new  box  lumber.  Each  case  being  especially  constructed  to 
correctly  fit  each  shipment.  The  average  shipping  weight  of 
plants  from  our  seed  beds  is  eighteen  to  twenty  pounds  per 
thousand  with  but  two  to  four  pounds  of  this  accounted  for 
by  packing  material.  While  transplanted  stock  is  heavier,  and 
vary  a  great  deal  in  weight,  it  is  also  packed  very  light. 

All  plants  offered  in  the  enclosed  folder  are  grown  in  un¬ 
protected  beds.  They  are  thinly  sown,  and  are  exceptionally 
hardy.  Always  in  fine  shape  for  shipping  or  transplanting. 
While  our  last  seasons  production  of  this  stock  we  believe  to 
have  been  the  largest  in  the  west,  (  over  750,000  )  we  are 
greatly  increasing  our  plantings  this  season,  and  shall  be 
ready  to  execute  your  order  promptly  wheather  large  or  small 
Maintaining  our  usual  fortyeight  hour  shipping  service,  with 
due  regard  to  Sunday  and  Holidays.  Our  shipping  season  is 
continueous  from  now  untill  the  crop  is  exhausted  next  spring.
